B ritain and a m inus 10 per cent 
in F rance. The figures ail rep re­ 
sented gains over May 1960 ex cept 
in F rance, w here the decline w as 
described as “ lim ited.” 
As for W est E uropean opinion 
of the Soviets, the survey said: 
“ The m arked gains in pro-U.S. 
sentim ent in the latest survey s in 
W estern Europe appear to be p a r­ 
alleled by no less striking gains 
in pro-Soviet sentim ent. 
“ The Soviet gains are m ost i.p- 
parent in the current ex tent of 
approval of recent Soviet policies. 
There is also very substantial im ­ 
provem ent 
in 
the 
Soviet peace 
im age, and som e increase, ex cept 
in W est G erm any , in the general 
level 
of esteem 
for the 
Soviet 
Union. 
The study found the “ net favor­ 
able’ im pressions of Soviet inter­ 
national conduct from June 1962 
to F eb ruary 1963 switched from 
m inus 53 per cent to plus 
3 per 
cent in B ritain, from m inus 66 to 
m inus 13 in G erm any and from 
minus 35 to plus 21 in F rance.

The “ net favorable” ra te slipped 
from 68 per cent to 51 per cent in 
B ritain and from 9 to 4 per cent 
in F rance, while in G erm any it 
rose from 64 to 77 per cent.

Stanford Sm ith, general m ana­ 
ger of the A m erican N ew spaper 
Publishers Association, rep resent­ 
ing 90 per cent of the nation’s 
daily new spaper circulation, said 
the current new spaper strikes in 
New York and Cleveland, Ohio, 
m ake such a study necessary .

strikes it had a duty to determ ine 
w hether the continued ex em ption

Testify ing on the second day of 
w hat is shaping up as the m ost 
searching look Congress has ever 
taken at the press, Sm ith chal­ 
lenged 
a m ajor prem ise of the 
hearings, as announced by C hair­ 
m an E m anuel Celler, D-N.Y. 
In opening rem ark s W ednesday . 
Celler said the steady erosion in 
the num ber of m etropolitan news­ 
papers is threatening to deprive 
the public of a diversified source 
of news.

m etropolitan 
areas 
showed the public had m ore news 
sources than it could use. 
“ Ty pically , 
residents 
of these 
areas have access to. and regu­ 
larly use, several daily papers. 


weekly papers, num erous special­ 
ized m agazines and other publica­ 
tions, about a dozen radio sta­ 
tions and several television sta­ 
tions,” M arkham said. 
M arkham said in 50 rural coun­ 
ties also studied, the num ber and 
varieties 
of news 
sources 
was 
m ore lim ited, with most counties 
having 
only 
one 
daily 
paper. 
"H ow ever,” he added, “ when oth- 
ere m edia a re included, and when 
appropriate allow ance is m ade for 
news 
sources 
reaching 
these 
sparsely populated areas from the 
outside,” 
the 
total 
num ber 
of 
news 
sources 
available 
can 
be 
considered low in relatively few 
counties.” 
Sm ith said the fact som e m etro­ 
politan new spapers have failed in 
recent 
y ears 
reflects 
changing 
patterns in business and social ac­ 
tivity , with both people and re-tail 
businesses moving to the suburbs.

Findings of SIA polls were the 
basis of contentions by Kennedy 
in his 1960 presidential campaign 
that U.S. prestige abroad had 
slumped during the Eisenhower 
years. 
Last month USIA agreed to 
make public its surveys after they 
are at least (me to two years old. 
Its stated reason for the delay 
was to avoid damage to U.S. for­ 
eign relations by publicizing cur­ 
rent studies. Under present USIA 
policy, last months poll would not 
be released before 1965. 
The new survey said USIA re­ 
searchers would shortly prepare 
a special memorandum from the 
European opinion sampling deal­ 
ing specifically with the Cuban 
situation. 
The 
report’s 
first 
conclusion 
from preliminary returns on the 
European poll was that “favor­ 
able impressions of U.S. foreign 
policies now stand at the highest 
point registered in measurements 
on this index extending back to 
1956.” 
“Confidence in the ability of 
the U.S. to provide wise leader­ 
ship for the West in dealing with 
present world problems,” the Feb­ 
ruary 1963 responses ranged from 
a plus 66 per cent net favorable 
in Germany to IO per cent in 
Britain and a minus IO per cent 
in France. The figures all repre­ 
sented gains over May 1960 except 
in France, where the decline was 
described as “limited.” 
As for West European opinion 
of the Soviets, the survey said: 
“The marked gains in pro-U.S. 
sentiment in the latest surveys in 
Western Europe appear to be par 
alleied by no less striking gains 
in pro-Soviet sentiment. 
“The Soviet gains are most ap­ 
parent in the current extent of 
approval of recent Soviet policies. 
There is also very substantial im­ 
provement in the Soviet peace 
image, and some increase, except 
in West Germany, in the general 
level of esteem for the Soviet 
Union. 
The study found the “net favor 
able’ impressions of Soviet inter 
national conduct from June 1962 
to February 1963 switched from 
minus 53 per cent to plus 3 per 
cent in Britain, from minus 66 to 
minus 13 in Germany and from 
minus 35 to plus 21 in France. 
The percentages of those saying 
their

interests 
agree 
with America’s 
dropped 
some in France and Britain be­ 
tween February 1960 and Febru 
ary 1963 but climbed in Germany 
and Italy, the poll indicated. 
The “net favorable” rate slipped 
from 68 per cent to 51 per cent in 
Britain and from 9 to 4 per cent 
in France, while in Germany it 
rose from 64 to 77 per cent. The 
Italian response went from 27 per 
cent in February to 42 per cent 
in June 1962, the latest count list­ 
ed for Italy.

In opening remarks Wednesday, 
Ceiler said the steady erosion In 
the number of metropolitan news­ 
papers is threatening to deprive 
the public of a diversified source 
of news.

Smith. 
He buttressed his remarks with 
a mass of statistical data and sup­ 
porting testimony by Jesse Mark­ 
ham, professor of economics at 
Princeton University.

WASHINGTON (AP)—To Con­ 
gress, Secretary of Defense Rob­ 
ert S. McNamara is looking less 
like a giant these days.

year ago, is growing deeper in the 
dispute between McNamara and 
Congress over defense spending 
and award of a multibillion dol­ 
lar plane contract. 
So far, McNamara has won 
every major clash—and probably 
not many smart betting 
men 
would wager against the powerful 
defense secretary in the current 
row over the TFX fighter plane. 
But in the future, the onetime 
(Ford) motor company executive 
may have to work harder to get 
his proposals through Congress. 
McNamara is being called a 
know-it-all who is trying to be­ 
come a single chief of staff by 
overriding 
professional 
military 
advice. Congressmen who so de­ 
scribe him are giving voice to 
views held by many uniformed of­ 
ficers. 
In return, McNamara is accus­ 
ing congressional critics — there 
are Republicans and Democrats 
among them—of disservice to the 
country in challenging the effec­ 
tiveness of U.S. intelligence and 
irresponsibility in urging budget 
cuts while voting to increase de­ 
fense spending. 
Informed sources indicate Mc­

School Money 
Bills Studied 
In Assembly 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—If and 
when the General Assembly allows 
extra money for the school foun­ 
dation program, the House Educa­ 
tion Committee has a choice of 
three bills for dispersal of the 
funds. 
The bills all deal with the 
charge off factor in the foundation 
program which determines wheth­ 
er a school district is an addi­ 
tional aid district or a flat grant 
district. The additional aid area 
receives extra state funds. 
The three proposals — which 
could cost the state between $45 
and $50 million every two years 
—were heard before file House 
Committee Wednesday night and 
were sent to a sub-committe. 
One bill would lower the charge- 
off rate of 12.5 mills to IO mills, 
benefitting about 75 per cent of 
the state’s 829 districts. 
A second would consider both 
tax rate and valuation per pupil 
in determining aid. Thus, a dis­ 
trict with low valuation which 
tried to help itself through taxes 
would get more state help than an­ 
other district with higher value 
and less taxes. 
The third leaves out the taxation 
factor, lest it be an invitation for 
a district to seek small tax in­ 
creases simply to get more state 
aid, according to Rep. Charles 
F. Kurfess, R-Oarey.

By Heavy Margin 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Don’t 
bet on the Ohio Senate to follow 
the lead of the Ohio House in 
adopting a new theory on Oh ire 
Sunday closing laws. 
The atmosphere in the Senate 
seems to be on the belligerent 
side. 
The House passed the measure, 
possibly one of the most impor­ 
tant of the entire session, by a 96 
35 vote Wednesday. 
Among those voting for the mea­ 
sure were Reps. Armstrong of 
Hocking, Dennis of Clinton, Feig- 
ert of Van Wert and Wallace oj 
Pickaway. 
Against was Rep. Kruse of Fay­ 
ette. 
The action came before jam 
packed galleries and after a one 
hour speech by Rep. Edmund 
James, R-Noble, chairman of the 
House Judiciary Committee which 
considered the measure for nine 
weeks. 
Many observers felt the James 
influence carried the day for the 
bill in the house, but they were 
unsure of its future. 
James made a persuasive argu­ 
ment. Even Democrats on tho 
committee which hammered out 
the final bill conceded that it rep­ 
resented a dedicated and devo­ 
ted effort to iron out the problems 
created by Ohio’s present laws 
covering Sunday sales. 
Some 
Senate 
leaders 
seem 
shocked at the idea that the House 
would pass the bill. They gave 
the impression that they hoped the 
House would defeat it. 
In lieu of the present law, the 
measure would lay down a hard 
and fast ban against the sale of 
real or personal property on Sun­ 
day—and then tack on a number 
of exemptions. That ban would 
substitute for the present prohibi­ 
tion against common labor on Sun­ 
day a plan to prohibit certain 
merchandise sales on the Christ­ 
ian Sabbath. 
The proposed law would in- ( 
crease the penalties for violation 
from a $25 minimum to a $206 
maximum fine, plus possible jail 
sentences.

Tally Made 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Floods 
in Ohio last week drove at least 
10.000 Ohioans from their homes, 
damaged nearly 4.000 homes and 
destroyed 18. the Red Cross re­ 
ports. One death was attributed 
directly to the flood. 
Robert Shea, 
Red Cross vice 
president in charge of disaster 
work, said recovery operations in 
Ohio now are in the stabilizing 
stage with 87 caseworkers assign­ 
ed out of the disaster headquart­ 
ers here. The work should take 
about three more weeks, he said. 
Caseworkers currently are as­ 
sisting families in planning their 
recovery, are helping them to ob­ 
tain food and clothing and to re­ 
pair dam age to buildings and furn­ 
ishings.

Senate Majority Leader C. Stan­ 
ley Mechem, R-Athens, said the 
aviation board is only the first 
of “probably IO or a dozen such 
boards” which will be wiped out 
because they contribute little or 
nothing to state government. 
Neither house had anything vital 
on its calendar today as lawmak 
ers planned to end their tenth 
work week. 
It became more and more ap­ 
parent that the legislature would 
not even approach its bill intro­ 
duction record of more than 1,700 
last session.

Kennedy is trying to clear up the 
bewilderment 
many 
Americans 
fed when faced by today’s eco­ 
nomic terms and issues. 
In a talk to the Advertising 
Council on Wednerday he tried to 
> bring the problems debated by the 
administration and the Congress, 
and by business and labor and 
other taxpayers, into dollar and 
cents relation to prospects for bet­ 
ter times ahead—or a recession. 
It is probably this confusion 
over what is really involved in the 
' tax cutting and government spend­ 
ing proposal that has denied it 
the popularity the administration 
first expected. 
The 
President 
admitted 
that 
economic policy is becoming more 
complex, that most citizens find it 
hard to understand "the balance 
of payments, the tools of debt 
management and the application 
of counter-cyclical forces.” 
So he narrowed the current de- 
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bate down to three issue*: "I, the i 
limit on the national debt; 2, the : 
size of the federal budget: and 3, j 
the desirability and extent of f'?d-1 
eral tax reductions.” 
These are pretty complex for 
most Americans, too, But what 
Congress is debating—while many 
individuals and organizations kib­ 
itz—is: 
W?H holding down the national 
debt make the country financially 
and morally healthy or will it 
really just hold down economic 
growth? 
Will spending a lot more in the 
next few years, when the Treas­ 
ury expects tc collect less cheap­ 
en the value of the dollar or will 
it make more jobs, higher in­ 
comes, larger profits? 
Should taxes be cut now. later, 
and if so, how much and who 
should benefit? 
The President’s idea naturally 
is that his proposals are the best 
for the country: a moderate tax 
cu: this year with more to follow; 
increased 
defense 
and 
space 
spending, with a brake if possible 
on civilian project spending, with­ 
out qualms over what the federal 
deficit will do to the purchasing 
power of the dollar at home or 
abroad: and an end to the idea 
that a legal limit on the debt as 
set by Congress does good instead 
of harm. 
The 
administration s 
hope 
Is 
that its plan will get the economy 
growing at the rate it did before 
| 1957, when fiscal austerity was 
i set as the goal, if not the aecom- 
i plishment, of the nation. 
The plan is running into sharp 
1 opposition in Congress and much 
criticism outside, as well as into a 
feeling of bewilderment by many 
Americans.

Guide to Better Health 


By HARRY J. JOHNSON, M. D. 
Despite an impression that may 
have been 
g i v e n by recurrent 
claims of individuals living for as 
long as 150 years, average life ex­ 
pectancy, at the critical stages of 
life, has increased only slightly. 
There is no one turning point in 
life at which you may launch 
a 
new regimen to insure living long­ 
er. 
Possibly one day in the far dis­ 
tant future, when man has pene­ 
trated some of the truly great se­ 
crets of life, it may be true that 
many persons will be able to live a 
full century or more. 
The 
sensationalism of stories 
about 150-year life span predic­ 
tions disturbs me because it tends 
to mislead and clutter our thinking 
with respect to the aims and prob­ 
lems of aging. 
The aim on 
the road toward 
"longevity” should be a life that is 
w i t h i n the realm of complete 
possibility for the average person. 
Your body is only as strong as its 
weakest organ. What good is 
a 
healthy body with a liver that is 
going to pieces? Live 
for today 
with a reasonable amount of con­ 
cern for the future, but let the fu­ 
ture largely take care of itself. 
It may appear longevity, or av­ 
erage live expectancy 
at birth, 
has increased enormously since 
the turn of the century. It has been 
represented that more than fifty 
years ago 
the a v e r a g e new­ 
born child could expect to live only 
until about the age of 47; t o d a y 
the average life expectancy at 
birth is 67 years for males and 73 
years for females. This, of course, 
suggests a tremendous rate of in­ 
crease in longevity. But when you 
examine the statistics closely you 
find that the a v e r a g e life ex­ 


pectancy in 1900 was low simply 
because a greater number died at 
a very young age. 
Let’s look at those same life ta 
bles at an entirely different level 
Back in 1900, if you were lucky 
enough to reach the age of 45, you 
c o u l d expect to live an addition 
a1 24 years, if you were a male, 25 
if you were female. 
Move up to the present-day av 
erage life expectancy for men and 
women at the age of 45 and you 
will find that a man can expect to 
live an additional 27 years; a wo­ 
man, 32 years. 
In 1900, the male who managed 
to survive to age 65 could look for­ 
ward to another ll years of life: 
the woman, an additional 12 years 
Today, men and w o m e n reach 
big the age of 65 can expect anoth­ 
er 14 and 15 years, respectively. 
You can see for yourself that at 
these two critical stages of live — 
ages 45 and 65 — the rate of in 
crease in longevity has not been 
nearly as spectacular as the rate 
of increase when life expectancy is 
measured from birth. 
What these statistics really show 
then is this: that there are more 
older people in the population to­ 
day because many more people 
h a v e managed to get past those 
earlier years. 
Fifty years ago, 
many more would have died in 
youth. 
Therefore, while we have suc­ 
ceeded in conquering those diseas­ 
es which killed the young, we have

It poi­ 
sons the milk of human kindness 
at its source, makes everybody 
distrustful of everyone else, and 
condemns people to staying home 
and gazing at the wall. 
The institution of the babysitter 
was, in its origins, a happy 
re 
sponse to a great 
need. People 
can’t get servants any more, and 
young couples often work in towns 
that are far distant 
from 
their 
parents 
and other relatives. If 
they are to have any social mobil 
tty 
they must have access to 
babysitters in default of grandma 
or a live-in cook. The babysitters, 
teen-age girls for the most part, 
take jobs because they offer pleas­ 
ant ways 
of m a k i n g a little 
money. Usually the privilege of 
r a i d i n g the refrigerator and 
watching 
television 
goes 
along 
with the work. The whole business 
comes under the heading of fun as 
well as being a gratefully received 
service.

Its circulation is a modest 4.200, 
less than many a country weekly. 
It is written in dispassionate prose 
uncluttered by modifiers—unexcit­ 
ing by any standards. It is now in 
its ninth year telling the same 
story: the desegregation of schools 
in the Southland. 
The school desegregation story 
is no ordinary one and nobody 
tells it as thoroughly as Southern 
School News. 
The monthly newspaper is the 
brainchild of a group of Southern 
newspaper editors of widely di­ 
vergent politics whc met at a con­ 
vention just prior tc the 1954 U.S. 
Supreme Court ruling that school 
segregation 
is 
unconstitutional. 
Realizing the need for an im par­ 
tial 
news 
source, 
the 
editors 
formed the board of directors of 
Southern 
Education 
Reporting 
Service and applied for a Ford 
Foundation grant. 
On Sept. 3, 1954, the first issue 
of 
Southern 
School 
News 
was 
mailed to 10,000 lawmakers, edu 
cators, judges, governors and ii 
brarians. 
It has not missed an issue since, 
despite 
widespread 
skepticism 
among critics at the outset. Its 
circulation dwindled sharply when 
a $2 subscription fee was est an 
iished. But its subscribers wield 
a widespread influence—from con­ 
gressmen to sociologists to private 
citizens—in 50 stales and 44 for­ 
eign countries. 
On the board of the reporting 
service are segregationists and in- j 
tegrationists. 
Southern School News is but one 
activity of Southern Education Re 
j 
porting Service which also main 
tains a library of more than a 
million entries The staff answers 
informat on 
requests. 
ranging 
from the gram m ar school pupil 
who granted “ all the information 
about segregation” to the editor 
who telephoned for a desorption 


of the University of Mississippi 
campus. 
Newspapers rely on the service 
for reliable statistics and the lat­ 
est court decision* on school de 
segregation. The U.S. Commission 
to the President. 
Its library, which is microfilmed 
and sold to 43 libraries, has com­ 
plete texts of important public 
speeches, legislative acts, court 
decisions and reports. Clippings 
from 50 newspapers and numerous 
magazines go into the files.

On Reds Star 


Freese Looking OK 
After Ankle Broken 


TAMPA, Fla. 
(AP) — Gene 
Freese was a baseball nomad, 
bouncing from club to club until 
he hit Cincinnati. He came into 
his cwn in 1961 and enjoyed his 
best year when the Reds won the 
pennant. A year ago in the firs*: 
squad game, the Rods were prac­ 
tically eliminated from the pen­ 
nant race when Freese’s right 
anklo was broken. 
A lion’s share of the Reds* pen­ 
nant 
hopes for 
1963 
rests 
on 
Freese’s ability to regain his ’61 
form. That is why visitors to A1 
Lopez Field, Cincinnati’s spring 
base, watch carefully when Freese 
moves around third base. Early 
reports are optimistic. 
“Gene has shown me enough to 
prove he has entirely recovered 
from the ankle injury.'’ said Man­ 
ager Fred Hutchinson today. “ Of 
course, we’ll have to wait and sec 
how it stands up in the games ” 
Freese, 29, insists the Reds have 
no cause to worry. 
“I am going to be all right, 
said Freese. “I want to forget it 
ever happened. It cost me a full 
season right after I had my bast 
year. I still can feel it when 
step on uneven ground. But don’t 
worry, I’ll do the job.’’ 
Freese had a fine year in ’61 
when the Reds won the pennant 
He averaged .277 and hit 26 home 
runs and drove in 87 runs. The 
homers and RBIs were tops for 
him in the majors.

Electric Co. Tax Payment 


Here Will Reach $401,414 


E. G. Parsons, local division 
manager for the Columbus and 
Southern Ohio Electric Co., an­ 
nounced today that his firm will 
pay a total of $401,414 in taxes 
to Pickaway County for the year. 
Of this amount, 78 per cent or 
1313,964 goes for school purposes, 
while the remaining 22 per cent 
af $87,430 boosts Pickaway’s budg­ 
et allowed for state, county, town­ 
ship and municipal purposes. The 
company’s Picway Generating Sta­ 
tion ii located in Pickaway County. 
Combined electric company real 
•state taxes in Ohio which go to 
support schools represent the larg­ 
est tax portion paid by the utilities. 
More than 29 m i l l i o n dollars 
annually is poured into die county’s 
coffers by 
C o l u m b u s 
and 
Southern Ohio and seven other in­ 
vestor-owned companies. 
This huge amount of money is 


more than the tax total spent In 
one year on public education in a 
city the size of Columbus. 
Included in tax funds set aside 
for s c h o o l purposes are retire­ 
ment of bonds used for new con­ 
struction and repairs. General ex­ 
penses include salaries, mainten­ 
ance. and a miscellaneous array 
of continuing costs necessary to 
keep pace with the growing en­ 
rolment in Pickaway County 
Schools. 
New roads and bridges, street 
maintenance, health and welfare 
and police and firemen’s pensions 
are some of the items included 
in the sum allowed for use in Pick­ 
away County. 
The company’s total tax bill for 
1962, including property, federal, 
state and local taxes amounted to 
$15,187,374, equivalent to 23.7 cento 
of every dollar of revenue.
